From  information  compiled  from  (ieological  Survey  re- 
ports Hnd  explorations  ma'lc  for  the  Crown  Landii 
IX-partment  by  H.   O'Sullivnn,  D.L.S.,   F.R.G.S. 

From  Rnherval  to  the  western  limit  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec,  a  distance  of  some  H75  miles, 
the  line  runs  through  a  good  farming  country, 
the  soil  heing  chiefly  clay.  Tde  Hrst  thirty  miles 
are  already  settled.  At  one  hundred  and  thirty 
milei  the  summit  of  I'M)  feet  between  Koherval 
and  James  Bay  is  reached,  and  from  actual 
surveys  taken  the  niaxinium  west  gradient  of 
1  p.c.  can  easily  be  had.  From  the  summit  at 
Lake  Chigcblthe,  the  country  is  a  gentle  rolling 
plain  in  the  direction  of  James  Bay,  so  much  so 
that  in  places  there  .s  not  a  difTereiice  o  f  10(t 
feet  in  a  distance  of  1()0  miles.  The  height  of  land 
between  the  St.  Lawrence  and  James  Uav  waters 
is  scarcely  perceptible  ;  the  waters  interlock  and 
some  of  the  lakes  discharge  both  ways  during 
spring  freshets.  On  the  lower  part  of  the  Chaniou- 
chouan  Itiver  the  country  has  been  overrun  by 
tire,  and  is  now  covered  with  second  growth 
timber,  but  on  the  upper  part  of  the  river  the
